III MUSEUM STUDIES 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--Be®inninr in September the Graduate School of 
Arts and Sciences at The George Washington University will offer a new 
interdisciplinary, master's program in museum studies. 

The program is designed to prepare students for museum careers 
and it offers a broad background in museum studies as well as special¬ 
izations in conservation, collections management, and exhibition 
techniques. In addition, the program includes extensive graduate study 
in a core discipline--such as anthropology, American studies, art 
history, and biology. 

A museum internship is an integral part of the program and students 
may intern in any one of a number of Washington area museums which 
house a wide range of specialized collections. The program's course 
work in conservation is taught in the world-famous conservation lab¬ 
oratories of the Smithsonian Institution. 

The master's degree in museum studies requires a minimum of 42 
hours of course work: at least 15 in the museum field, 6 to 12 in 
the museum internship, and the remainder in one or more academic 
disciplines.

development It proposes for the block that is to be rezoned. The T-shaped struc¬ 
ture for the World Bank will be built around two adjoining 1800-vintage townhouses, 
which will remain in the 600 block of 19th Street. The Concordia United Church 
of Christ also will stay at the corner of 20th and G Streets. 

The two houses on 19th Street were originally owned by John Lenthall, super¬ 
intendent of construction of the U.S. Capitol, and appear on the National Register 
of Historic Places as Category II landmarks. The Ray House is not on the National 
Register, but is listed as a Category II landmark in the District of Columbia 
Register. 

The architectural team of Vlastimil Koubek, Pietro Belluschi and Hideo Sasaki, 
who will design the World Bank building, will incorporate the Lenthall houses into 
a landscaped setting adjoining the proposed landscaped promenade at the corner of 
19th and G Streets. This will facilitate access to the building for employees from 
the main Bank buildings, located diagonally across the street. The staff of the 
International Monetary Fund, which has close working relations with the Bank, t 
occupies the building to the north. 

The Lenthall house at 614 19th Street is owned by the university. The ad¬ 
joining house at 612 is privately owned. The Concordia Church, which also is not 
a university holding, is concurrently filing an application for rezoning and a 
planned unit development for its property within the block. Immediate plans call 
for the continued use of thi6 property as a church. 

"This whole block lies within the path of orderly development for office use 
which converges in tha square from the north, east, and south," Mr. Diehl explain¬ 
ed. "The logical long-term use for this site is for office space." 

Construction of an office building on the proposed site is consistent with 
the university's 1970 master plan, which calls for high-density commercial deve¬ 
lopment along major thoroughfares, including Pennsylvania Avenue and 19th Street. 
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The plan was approved by both the National Capital Planning Commission and the 
District of Columbia Board of Zoning Adjustment. The development of this property 
is part of an overall, balanced university financial program, Mr. Diehl said. 

Negotiations between the university and the Bank are expected to be completed 
by the end of the year.

GWU TO OFFER NEW MASTER'S DEGREE IN 
HUMAN RESOURCE STUDIES 

WASHINGTON, D.C.--Beginning this September The George Washington 
University will offer a new master of science degree with a concen¬ 
tration in human resource studies. The faculty coordinator will be 
Professor Sar Levitan, widely-known Washington economist. 

The program has been designed to provide practitioners in employ¬ 
ment and training with realistic, interdisciplinary approaches to 
manpower issues and the skill to analyze problems in employment and 
human resource development. The program will be especially concerned 
with exploring new solutions and innovations where traditional 
theories and earlier techniques have proven inadequate. 

This new master's degree is a special interdisciplinary course 
of study designed for professionals pursuing careers in employment 
policy, employee development, and human resource management. Courses 
will be scheduled to meet on two weekends each month, Friday evening 
(6:30 to 9 p.m.) and all day Saturday (9-12 a.m. and 1-4 p.m.), over 
a two-year period. They will be taught by members of the faculty at 
GWU and by visiting lecturers from other universities and the govern¬ 
ment. Student advisors will be GWU faculty members. 
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The program of study consists of 12 three-credit courses. Courses 
will be structured to allov; some individual specialization and inde¬ 
pendent study. Students who have creditable professional experience 
equivalent to specific program requirements, may, with the approval 
of an advisor, enroll in alternate graduate courses offered in the 
regular evening schedule at the university. 

Courses will be offered in human resource policy; sociology of 
work and organizations; methods in economic statistics; human resource 
development; survey of economics; advanced administrative management; 
policy analysis in public administration; labor economics; career 
development and information; income distribution; current Issues in 
unionism, collective bargaining and labor relations; and methods in 
social policy research. 

All applicants to the program must have a bachelor's degree from 
an accredited college or university and a B average for academic 
work. Applications arc being accepted now for the fall semester. 

The fee per course will be $294.00 which includes the cost of 
texts. A deferred payment plan may be arranged. 

Classes will be held on the GWU campus. Parking is available in 
the university garage.
